The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-8 and 12-20 
are in condition for allowance for the reasons applicant has provided on pages 8-11 in the reply 
filed on 06/21/2010. The applicant's reasons are persuasive, therefore all claim rejections under 
35 USC §103 indicated in the prior Office action each have been withdrawn.

Regarding: Interview of August 9, 2010 

It is not necessary for applicant to provide a separate record of the substance of the 
interview of August 6, 2010, since the interview resulted in the allowance of the application. 

The substance of the interview was of a discussion of the remarks filed in the reply filed 
on 06/21/2010, as they apply to the references and the independent claims 1, 12, 19 & 20, where 
the criticality of "the sum of said left and right portion widths is larger than said width of said 
central strip region" (see claims 1, 12, 19 and 20)" is for the purpose of preventing foam from 
entering the cavity during pouring of the foam. A further review of the filed remarks shall be 
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favorably considered and patentability shall be determined upon further consideration & 
examination of the pending claims
